THE BOOKSELLERS’ CONVENTION. 

For seven years the American Booksellers’ 
Association has been doing good work in re- 
spect to the retailing of books, as the Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Association has been doing 
good work in respect to wholesaling, and the 
eighth annual meeting of the former brought 
together a number of representative booksell- 
ers, literally from the Pacific coast to the 
Atlantic. This gathering is never as large in 
numbers as it should be, and as we trust it 
will be in future years, but it makes a happy 
occasion for retail booksellers to look each 
other in the face, to compare notes, and to 
confer, to some extent, in respect to the rela- 
tions with publishers. It would be well for 
the whole trade if at the time of this annual 
meeting there should be also a stated meeting 
of the American Publishers’ Association, with 
the result that both might join in the annual 
love-feast of the dinner. This function, on 
the evening of May 20, crowded the hos- 
pitable rooms of the Aldine Association, 
which, in name and in origin, has relations 
with the booktrade: but if these dinners con- 
tinue to grow in popularity they will soon 
require the largest accommodations that the 
Metropolis can offer. 

The most notable feature of the convention 
was the discussion with representatives of 
the American Library Association—Presi- 
dent Bostwick, Dr. Steiner and Mr. W. P. 
Cutter, on the mooted, difficult and sometimes 
acrimonious question of the relations of the 
trade with libraries. It was well for both 
sides that there should be this coming to- 


gether and the clearer understanding which 
is likely to result from it, and it is to be 
hoped that there may be a corresponding rep- 
resentation of publishers and of booksellers 
at the American Library Association con- 
Nothing 
promotes comity more than straightforward, 
candid and informing talk, and though 
nothing was specifically accomplished, the 
way was opened to future possibilities, as 
it has not before been. There ought to be 


ference in Minnesota in June. 


free and frank discussion between the book- 
trade and the library interest as to the real 
cost of making and selling books, and as to 
the proper basis of their distribution in justice 
to all concerned; and this can best be brought 
about by mutual conferences such as that of 
the present week. 

It is gratifying to note that the convention 
put itself squarely on record against the pub- 
lication and sale of what are at least question- 
able books—often books of unquestionably had 
effect. The resolution of the convention was 
happily emphasized in Dr. Hillis’s after-din- 
ner speech. For the past few years there has 
been a growing laxity in this direction, until 
even reputable publishers have permitted them- 
selves to put forth books which a few years 
ago would have-seriously affected their pub- 
lishing repute. It is the intent of Tur Pup- 
LISHERS WEEKLY, outside of the necessary 
bibliographical record, not to promote the 
exploitation of such books, although in some 
cases advertisements of such books have ap- 
peared through inadvertence on our part. It 
is difficult, of course, to draw the line, but we 
do not desire to profit by advertising, nor 
should the retail booktrade desire to profit by 
selling, books which do harm to the com- 
munity. Let us be proud of our calling and 
worthy of the profession of bookselling, for 
through it the community gets its supply of 
intellectual food and should not be given the 
soul’s poison. 


THE love-feast of the dinner of The Amer- 
ican Booksellers’ Association had a special 
personal application in the formal testimonial 
of appreciation which was tendered to our 
valued colleague, Mr. A. Growoll, managing 
editor of THe PusiisHers’ Wrexkty. ‘The 
personal dinner given to him last week as a 
surprise by some of his booktrade friends is 
chronicled elsewhere in this issue, which in- 
cludes also a portrait of Mr. Growoll, taken at 
the insistence of his senior colleague, during 
the present week. Mr. Growoll had just voiced 
the sentiment of the retail booktrade at the 
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dinner of The American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, in presenting to Mr. Charles A, Burk- 
hardt a testimonial of its appreciation for his 
useful and effective work in its interest, when 
he was again surprised by another testimonial 
to himself, in which upwards of a hundred 
leading members of the booktrade, far and 
wide throughout the country, joined by let- 
ters expressing their individual appreciation, 
and by the presentation of a gold watch with 
suitable inscription. The occasion, as indi- 
cated elsewhere, was not Mr. Growoll’s seven- 
tieth birthday, but the fiftieth anniversary of 
his whilom service in his school days as 
a bookseller’s helper, indicating a natural 
trend which in later years has made him the 
chronicler and universal friend of the Amer- 
ican booktrade. His colleagues of THE Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY office, who have known and 
appreciated and loved Mr. Growoll in the 
closer relationship of daily intercourse for 
upwards of thirty years, desire to join with 
him in presenting their thanks for the honor, 
the just honor, which has been conferred 
upon him by this recognition.

Dial Company of Chicago, calls attention to 
the undesirability of publishers advertising 
books at the postpaid price only, without in- 
dication that such books can be had from 
the local bookseller at the net price without 
postage. It is only fair that both prices 
should be given, and that the retail book- 
buyer be thus incidentally referred to the 
Iccal bookseller for the closer price. The 
purpose of the postpaid price is just this, and 
the publisher does not really gain by saving 
for himself the bookseller’s discount at the 
expense of the local bookseller and of the 
retail trade in general. We, therefore, second 
the motion that both prices should always be 
given, as, indeed, is the usual practice.

Your secretary has to report that during 
the year ending May 19, 1908, the work of 
the Association has been carried forward in 
a manner that has produced most satisfac- 
tory results. 

Our manager, Miss Grace E. Going, has 
given most careful attention to the manage- 
ment of the New York office, and the Asso- 
ciation is to be congratulated upon its ac- 
quirement of such an able and conscientious 
During the year a large number 
of letters have been received, and have been 
answered to the best ability of the office man- 
A great number of these letters 
ask for information as to just what results 
are being accomplished by the Association, 
and a satisfactory answer to a letter of this 
character is rather hard to shape up. 
results we have accomplished can only be 
arrived at by comparison. 

To-day we have the net price, protected 
fiction, and the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation; eight years ago we had nothing. The 
only thing we have to apologize for is the 
fact that booksellers are still retailing $1.50 
fiction for $1.08. The margin of profit is not 
enly ridiculous, but it is a great hardship to 
It seems to me this con- 
vention should evolve some plan to correct 
Booksellers all over the country 
are writing us asking that we do something; 
the responsibility rests with this convention. 
_ We have petitioned the publishers six times 
in succession, without any result. 
to me that we should do something more 
than pass resolutions asking the publishers to 
We are having no complaint as to 
the net system; net books are giving satisfac- 
tion all over the country. It is the $1.08 price 
on fiction that is causing unrest. 
it has gotten to the point where we must do 
something, or else state frankly to our mem- 
bership that as regards fiction we are unable 
to better conditions. 

The report of our treasurer, Walter L. 
Butler, should be a source of gratification to 
every member of the Association. 
all debts paid, and a balance in bank of 
$374.48. This is the first time in our history 
that we have been able to report that we are 
square with the world. 

I present with this report a detailed state- 
ment of our expenses for the past year. 

In closing, I want to thank our president, 
W. M. Palmer, for the valuable assistance he 
has given me during the past year. 
week, and sometimes three times a week, I 
have received a letter from him. I only men- 
tion this to show his deep interest in the work 
of the Association. It will always be a pleas- 
ant memory to me to know that I was asso- 
ciated with him in this work.

We have a total membership, as per our 
list. of 610, of whom 163 have so far paid 
their dues, leaving unpaid the dues of 447, 
with the remainder of the year left for their 
collection. 

We have paid in full the amounts owing to 
Kenneson, Emley & Rubino, on account of 
legal services; Clarence W. Sanders, on ac- 
count of money advanced by him; W. Millard 
Palmer, on account of money advanced by 
him, leaving us practically free from debt for 
the first time in a number of years. This, I 
feel, is a very creditable showing, and with 
the continued co-operation of the members 
of the Association we should be able to be 


in not only the best shape financially that we 
have ever been, but in better shape than ever 
before to represent the interests of the book 
sellers of the United States. 

I think it is only right to state that the bill 
rendered by Kenneson, Emley & Rubino for 
legal services was for a much larger amount 
than that paid them, but the original amount 
was far in excess of the ability of the Asso- 
ciation to pay. Thanks to the earnest and 
successful efforts of your secretary, Harry F. 
Davis, and the generosity of Kenneson, Emley 
& Rubino, they agreed to accept six hundred 
and fifty dollars ($650) in settlement for their 
entire account, leaving, as already stated, your 
Association free of all debt for legal services 
entailed by the recent lengthy and expensive 
litigation. 

Your treasurer would again suggest the 
co-operation of all members and expresses 
the hope that, in the future, they will pay 
their dues promptly as bills are rendered, and 
thus enable the Association to be in good 
shape to push along the good work for fhe 
benefit of the members of the booktrade 
throughout the United States.

After the reading of a number of letters of 
regret, A. B. Fifield, of New Haven, Conn., 
outlined a programme which he hoped the 
convention would be able to follow. 

After the Committees on Relations with 
the Publishers, on Publicity and on Member- 
ship had rendered their reports, in the main 
satisfactory, Charles C. Shoemaker, of the 
Penn Publishing Company, read the follow- 
ing paper on 

SOME CONDITIONS, AND THE REMEDY. 

THE CONDITIONS. 

Unless I am a very poor judge of human 
nature, there are two questions uppermost in 
your minds. 

What does a publisher know about the af- 
fairs of a bookseller, and, assuming that he 
does know anything about them, why should 
he be interested in them? 

In answer to the first question, I am quite 
willing to admit that his knowledge is de- 
cidedly limited. And yet, travelling from 
place to place, talking with various dealers 
in different cities, in widely separated parts 
of the country, he is perhaps in a better posi- 
tion to gather a consensus of opinion than is 
the bookseller, who, if he ever enters the 
store of his neighbor across the way, seldom 
visits the establishment of a dealer in a dis- 
tant city. 

As to a publisher’s interest in the affairs of 
a bookseller, it is both sentimental and com- 
mercial. It is sentimental because no body of 
merchants is composed of men so uniformly 
intelligent, cultured and courteous as are the 
members of the bookselling profession. Many 
of them are college graduates, a number have 
come from the ranks of such professions as 
the law, ministry and pedagogy, and all are 
well read, refined and polished gentlemen. 
And if a personal allusion may be permitted, 
there are not a few of the publishers who can 
vividly recall their early experiences with the 
booktrade, when with perhaps only a handful 
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of unpromising samples their patronage was 
first solicited. Everywhere there was the 
cordial greeting, the willing ear, the kindly 
suggestion, the helpful word of encourage- 
ment, and the generous order. Without this 
support the publishers’ undertaking must have 
failed at the outset. Small wonder, therefore, 
that a sentimental motive should attach itself 
to the welfare of your craft. 

Commercially, a publisher’s interest exists 
because manifestly it is to his advantage that 
the means of distribution, the retail trade, 
should not only exist in as great numbers as 
possible, but should be in as prosperous a 
condition as,can be attained. Every forward 
step made by the retail trade in the way of 
increasing business, or of financial growth, or 
of added numbers means just so much addi- 
tional opportunity for the publisher. 

When all the woes of the retail bookseller 
have been duly dilated upon one consolation 
always remains, which is that, notwithstand- 
ing the various vexations of the business, it is 
nevertheless a most agreeable one in which 
to be engaged. Even in the darkest hours 
this is some satisfaction. It does not buy 
bread or pay rent, but it is some balm to the 
injured feelings. 

But in the dark period of last fall, when the 
financial clouds began to gather, and in 
November finally burst in all their fury, there 
was another ray of hope passed along by the 
older and wiser heads. It was to the effect 
that in times of financial depression the sales 
of books were not unfavorably affected, es- 
pecially the sales at the holiday season, that 
no matter how many banks closed or how 
effectually the bottom dropped out of the 
stock market, there was always a certain 
assured amount of book buying. 

As books are between the necessities and 
the luxuries, and afford at least a respectable, 
if not an elaborate gift, they were likely to 
be purchased quite as liberally, if not more 
liberally, in times of depression as in times of 
Prosperity. This seemed like a straw to a 
drowning man, and was eagerly grasped when 
panic was the cry everywhere. While the 
theory was not entirely accredited, it was 
hoped it might be realized. 

And for once good luck came to the book- 
trade, for this fain hope became a reality 
throughout practically the whole country. To 

€ sure, its realization came late. Until two 
weeks before Christmas there was very little 
evidence of it; not a great deal was manifest 
one week before; but from then on the busi- 
ness came in such a flood as to tax the sales- 
people to their utmost and almost to exhaust 
the facilities. The sales, of course, were not 
in the most expensive books, because the 
spirit of economy was rife everywhere; but 
the business came nevertheless, so that the 
volume of the holiday trade of 1907 was in a 
great majority of cases equal to that of the 
banner year that preceded it. Naturally there 
were some exceptions, as, for instance, in the 
far West, where the financial stringency was 
late in arriving. This was particularly true 
in California, Oregon and Washington, but 
theirs was largely the misfortune of their 
geographical location. 





In one instance, then, in the history of the 
trade, it was a good thing to be a retail book- 
seller, for while business in nearly every 
other line declined, in books it was practically 
normal. As a result stocks are reduced to 
their customary size, and in many cases are 
less than is usual at this time of the year. To 
be sure, collections in some sections are slow, 
and there have been a number of failures, but 
there is probably less complaint about collec- 
tions in the booktrade than in any other line; 
and where there have been failures, they 
have been where weakness was known to 
exist, and simply awaited a condition such as 
that through which we have passed to bring 
them to the surface. There has been no 
diminution in the number of booksellers 
throughout the country, but, indeed, a few 
additions. 

For a number of years the department 
stores have been the great bugaboo of the 
booksellers. But in some localities the book- 
sellers have begun to realize that the heads 
of the book departments in the dry goods 
stores are human beings like themselves. 
They have come together in conference, with 
the result that price agreements have been 
made and books have been sold certainly 
at an advance, if not at a profit. In other 
places, however, the dry goods man is still 
the unapproachable ogre, not to be thought of 
or spoken about except in fear and trembling. 
In such cities it has been felt that the dry 
goods man was a great menace to the regular 
trade, and that as he has apparently come 
to stay it is impossible to sell books at a profit 
wherever he has forced his way into the busi- 
ness, 

In this connection it may be interesting to 
note that in one of the large cities of the 
Northwest a department store not only failed 
to drive the bookseller out of business, but 
the bookseller himself drove the dry goods 
store out. So effectually was the dry goods 
man discouraged that he closed up his depart- 
ment and announced that he had quit the 
book business permanently. [t may also be 
interesting to note that the disintegration of 
the department was not accomplished either 
by the bookseller’s cutting prices, selling 
books for less than cost, or giving away 
double trading stamps. Of course, the price 
cutting was met to a reasonable extent, but 
the chief cause that led up to it was better 
business methods. The bookstore stock was 
fresh, clean, up to date, and well displayed 
inside, and in the windows. The store is one 
of the most attractive in the country, and the 
salespeople know their stock and their custo- 
mers. In other words, it was chiefly the re- 
sult of better merchandising. 

Some months prior to your meeting of 
a year ago the price on fiction in Chicago was 
advanced to $1.20 or 20 off, with the same 
rate applying to all other books. Dry goods 
stores had the privilege of selling fiction at 
$1.18 if so desired. This arrangement has 
been constantly maintained throughout the 
year, greatly to the advantage of the dealer, 
and with no protest from the consumer, 

Just before your last meeting action was 
taken in Boston, Providence and all other 
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New England points advancing the selling 
price of fiction from $1.08 to $1.12, with 
other books in like proportion. This rate still 
obtains in this locality to the satisfaction of 
all concerned. 

Within the last year prices on fiction have 
been advanced in San Francisco from $1.08 
to $1.15, in Rochester from $1.08 to $1.15, 
in Grand Rapids from $1.08 to $1.18, in Port- 
land, Ore., from $1.08 to $1.18 and similar 
advances have been made in many other 
localities. 

Late last spring, after much agitation and 
numerous conferences, an agreement was 
made in New York and Philadelphia whereby 
the price of all new $1.50 novels published 
after June Ist was to be $1.15; all new $1.25 
books were to be 95 cents, and substantial 
advances were made in such well established 
lines as the Alcott, Elsie, Little Colonel, Pep- 
per, Barbour and Betty Wales Books. 

This arrangement continued without any 
opposition or dissatisfaction until late in the 
fall, when the financial flurry caused un- 
easiness on the part of one of the leading 
department stores, which asked permission 
to temporarily withdraw from the agree- 
ment, and the price of fiction again went back 
to $1.08. This apprehension was not shared 
by any of the other dealers, and they re- 
turned to the old price with serious regret. 
Much was gained, however, by the increased 
selling price of the other lines, which re- 
mained as fixed, except in some instances in 
New York, where they have receded to a 
slight extent. There is a movement, how- 
ever, at the present time to get the trade of 
these two cities together again, and it is felt 
and believed that the outcome of this agita- 
tion will result in the restoration of the price 
fixed upon some months ago. 

On fiction, therefore, not much advance has 
been made in price in New York and Phila- 
delphia, and no advance of any kind has been 
made in such cities as Pittsburgh, Baltimore, 
Washington and Richmond. The price there 
still remains $1.08. While this may not mean 
sudden death, in the long run it will prove 
suicidal. 

In a recent business convention a leading 
manufacturer made the statement that no 
retail business could be profitably or safely 
conducted on a margin of less than 33'3% 
of the selling price. He further stated that 
when his house found a dealer was doing 
business on a less profit than 3314% they 
declined to sell him, because they knew it was 
only a question of time when that dealer 
would fail, And yet in spite of this established 
law of merchandising, and it is an estab- 
lished law observed in nearly all retail lines, 
many booksellers are endeavoring to con- 
duct their business on half this margin. That 
is, they frequently buy $1.50 books at 4o off, 
or go cents, and sell at $1.08, leaving the 
absurd profit of 18 cents, or 16234%. As it 
costs 25% to do business, it can readily be 
seen why booksellers do not own automobiles 
or steam yachts. 

To the bookseller’s mind the fault is prob- 
ably with the publishers. Either they should 
give the retailer a larger discount or they 
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should compel the retailer to sel! his books 
at a higher price. As far as any compulsion 
is concerned, I am inclined to think that the 
publisher’s stock of this commodity is about 
exhausted, as it seems he has gone as far as, 
and perhaps a little farther, than the law will 
allow. As to his giving the retailer a greater 
discount, if the publisher’s generosity were to 
induce him to do this, I fear there would 
be a disposition on the part of some of the 
booksellers to imitate his generosity and be 
led to give away the extra discount to their 
customers. The average bookseller seems to 
have a weakness in this direction. The aim 
of merchants in other lines is to make as 
much money as possible out of their business 
by increasing the volume of the business and 
adding to the profits. The bookseller is appa- 
rently anxious to increase his business, and 
is probably anxious to add to his profits also, 
but judging by results one would be inclined 
to think that his chief aim in life is to sell 
books at as little profit as possible. 

Nothing seems to rouse his energy quite 
so much as a rumor of a cut in price. Often, 
without waiting to confirm the rumor, he sets 
out to meet the price, and he usually does it 
by “cutting the life’ out of the books. He 
does not seem to realize that when he is doing 
this he is also cutting off his own life. Ap- 
parently the bookseller keeps one ear to the 
ground hoping to hear of some low price he 
can meet. If the same vigilance that is exer- 
cised in throwing away profits were employed 
in advancing prices, brightening up stores, and 
devising means for increasing the business, 
booksellers would soon have Ar ratings in- 
stead of being on the credit blacklist. 


THE REMEDY. 


It is not a very agreeable prescription; in- 
deed, it is scarcely sugar-coated. And yet, 
after the first dose is taken the sensation is 
not altogether a disagreeable one. 

There is no reason why, in every city where 
there are two or three booksellers and per- 
haps a department store they should not be a 
law unto themselves. It simply requires that 
all get together, agree upon prices, and stick 
to them. Make the prices reasonable, have 
them uniform, and the people will buy the 
books. The public does not care for the five 
or ten cents that is at present being thrown 
away from the price of books; all they want 
to know is that the price is the same every- 
where. 

Could anything be more absurd than sell- 
ing books at $:.08, making it necessary to 
keep a customer waiting while the clerk goes 
to the back of the store to get the two cents 
change. In nine cases out of ten the customer 
would rather pay the $1.10 than wait for the 
two cents; as it is, oftentimes he declines 
to wait; and yet this two cents in the course 
of the year, with all the trade throughout 
the country, must mean many thousands of 
dollars wilfully thrown away. 

It is especially important that efforts to 
advance prices should be inaugurated at once. 
In every city where the price is less than $1.15 
to $1.20 the initiative should be taken immedi- 
ately. Every indication points to an early 
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restoration of business activity, and it re- 
quires no prophet to predict that only a few 
months hence we will enter another period 
of great commercial prosperity. If the prices 
on books are at once advanced the trade will 
be in a position to enjoy the advantage of the 
additional profit at a most opportune time, at 
a time, too, when the advance will not be ques- 
tioned, and when the increased business will 
make the additional profit doubly advan- 
tageous. 

This Association can resolve and legislate 
and petition from now until doomsday with- 
out substantial results, unless there is co- 
operation; unless each individual member of 
the trade interests himself in the movement 
in his locality to advance the prices. If this 
is done there is no reason to believe that, 
with the exercise of a little judgment, the 
retail booktrade will not at once enjoy an era 
of the greatest prosperity it has ever known, 
and one that will be surpassed by no other 
class of merchants. 


Frank H. Dodd, President of the American 
Publishers’ Association, brought a greeting 
from the organization which he represented, 
saying: 

“It gives me great pleasure to be here with 
you this morning, and I bring with me the 
greetings of the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation. We are all aiming at the same ob- 
ject. We are all trying to make the business 
as profitable as it ought to be. It is an hon- 
crable calling and always has been. You can 
appreciate that there are many things that 
we as publishers could not afford to do. You 
go at your object without fear of the diffi- 
culties that surround us. We have the libra- 
ries at us, and the public and the community 
at large, and last, but not least, we have been 
obliged at great expense to maintain our posi- 
tion in the courts. It is not only a question 
of being willing, but a question of being able 
to come within and obey the law. 

“An attempt is now being made to amend 
the anti-trust law. We have had our say as 
to the desirability of that movement which is 
so much called for universally. Other things 
have come in to interfere, but there is a de- 
mand throughout the whole country for an 
amendment of the Sherman law. Our attor- 
neys, and we ourselves, have always held 
that what we wanted to do was perfectly 
within reason. I speak of this purely so that 
you may know it and realize somewhat our 
side of this matter. 

_ ‘We have been hard at work for just about 
eight years, have given big sums of money, 
and we shall have to give more before we are 
through, but that is not half of what we have 
given—we have given a great deal of time. 
Take Mr. Charles Scribner, for example, who 
was president of the Association for three 
years, and some of the other members of the 
Publishers’ Association, who have given more 
time to the affairs of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion than to any one department of their own 
business. When you come to think of these 
things perhaps you will realize how much we 
have this matter at heart and how much of 
our time we have given to it. 

I would like to have this opportunity to 
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emphasize these things, not because I am sure 
you do not realize them, and yet I think you 
do not realize them at times. You should 
understand, not that we want you to feel that 
we have done so much, but we want you to 
realize that we are doing all we can in the 
direction of making the bookseller’s business 
not only pleasant and honorable but more 
profitable, as you feel it ought to be, and, of 
course, it is to our interest that it should be.” 


W. B. Clarke, of Boston, next read the 
following paper on 


THE EXPENSE OF CONDUCTING A 
BUSINESS. 


When Mr. Fifield, of the Programme Com- 
mittee, requested me to prepare a paper I 
said that I did not feel qualified, but that if 
a few words on a subject that has interested 
me very much, and which I believe is of vital 
interest to the retail book trade, would be 
of any use, I would be glad to offer some 
suggestions. 

At the convention of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association in 1906, I was unexpect- 
edly called upon at the instance of Mr. 
Hutchinson, of New Bedford, to make a few 
remarks which, although entirely impromptu, 
seemed to have been of sufficient importance 
to attract the attention of the members of the 
trade. At that time, I endeavored to show 
that, with a probable expense of doing busi- 
ness of 20 per cent. (a figure I used merely 
as a matter of convenience), there was prac- 
tically a loss in transacting a business in 
new books, especially in accordance with 
methods then in vogue. It is absolutely cor- 
rect to say that the cost of doing business 
is 25 per cent. rather than 20. 

I have been considering for the last year 
or two, the possible loss occasioned the retail 
bookseller by the present methods of selling 
on the part of publishers, in the particular 
direction of the older or so-called “standard” 
books. It does not seem to have occurred to 
many booksellers that, when they buy a spe- 
cial bill of the “standards” at, we will say, 
a discount of 4o per cent. and possibly in 
some few instances on slightly better terms, 
there is still a greater posstbility of loss than 
of profit, These books which are usually re- 
tailed at a discount of 25 per cent. only show 
a margin of just 20 per cent. on a business 
costing 25 per cent, to carry on. In other 
words, a $1.50 book sold for $1.12, costing 
90 cents, pays a gross profit of 22 cents, and 
the expense of doing business being 28 
cents, there is a loss of 6 cents. If the same 
book is sold to a library at one-third, or 
$1.00, and the expense of doing business is 
25 cents, the bookseller has made a gross 
profit of 10 cents to offset the running ex- 
penses of 25 cents, and consequently a loss 
of 15 cents. 

My experience seems to show, that while 
some additional “time” is given on special 
bills, the facts are that payment for these 
books is usually due long before the stock 
has been sold, or if sold, before payment 
therefor is received by the retailer. This 
does not seem to be a very alluring proposi- 
tion to even the densest intellect. 
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Let us consider for a moment the ques- 
tion of fall bills, so-called. Under present 
conditions and methods the representatives of 
the various publishers begin to appear on the 
scene at practically the only time of the 
year when the retail bookseller can take a 
vacation (if he is fortunate enough to get 
one) and make some very tempting offers 
on orders on so many months’ “time,” or 
due January, as the case may be. The dealer 
lays in a stock of the “standards,” already 
alluded to, and also a liberal supply of new 
books which he may possibly see “dummy” 
copies of, and occasionally not, the impression 
being given that the “time” on the bill is 
four, five or six months. The actual result 
is that the “standard” books hang fire and 
are sold without any special profit as al- 
ready mentioned, and may in some cases be 
disposed of before payment is due. The 
other books come wandering along in Sep- 
tember, October, November and even De- 
cember. As the majority of Christmas sales 
for the newer books are made between No- 
vember 15 and December 20, and the pay- 
ment for possibly two-thirds of the sales re- 
ceived by the dealer in January, February 
and March. The average “time” that the 
bookseller actually receives is something 
like sixty days. In January there is a hustle 
on the part of the publishers (which is per- 
fectly natural but not not entirely well ad- 
vised’) to make collections of the amount due 
them, when the receipts by the bookseller 
under present conditions are quite likely to 
be less than the amount due the publisher. 
Then the publishers’ representatives mildly 
intimate that they cannot furnish capital for 
the dealer on which to do business; this in 
the face of the fact that under present meth- 
ods of procedure, the retailer, if he were able 
to pay all his bills promptly, would be fur- 
nishing the capital for the publisher—inde- 
pendent of what the dealer has already in- 
vested in his plant. 

The quantity requirements, in order to se- 
cure a discount which will show in some in- 
stances a living profit (provided every book 
has been sold and paid for) compels the 
dealer to purchase a number of copies so 
large that, while he may dispose of that 
number we will say in a year, he can not 
sell enough to enable him to make payment 
within the required time, and he will have 
made absolutely nothing as the result of his 
transaction. 

Incidentally let me say here, that the 
monthly account with draft on the tenth or 
fifteenth, does not give the retailer even an 
average of thirty days from time of pur- 
chase or from time of receipt of the goods, 
and if the dealer has ordered for a sale 
already made, he will hardly have been paid 
himself before the draft comes from the pub- 
lisher. If he has ordered for stock, he cer- 
tainly has not sold or received payment for 
more than a small portion of his purchase. 
This looks a little like furnishing capital for 
the publisher. 

Practically the proper way would seem to 
be to buy on a sixty-day bill what you think 
you can sell in fifteen days; on a ninety-day 


bill what you think you can sell in thirty 
days. That will give you a possibility (if 
your judgment in buying is correct), of 
turning your capital in sufficient season to 
make payment. It also would seem advis- 
able in arrangements for fall purchases, to 
insist upon the receipts of new books in sea- 
son for the holiday trade, and at least four 
months’ time for payment after the receipt 
of the books, instead of under present meth- 
ods, an average credit of about two months 
for the entire purchase. (A portion of this 
subject was most ably handled editorially in 
Tue PusiisHers’ WEEKLY of April 11, 1908, 
and I advise a perusal of it). Better still, I 
venture to suggest its insertion in the Off- 
cial Report of the Proceedings of this Con- 
vention, at this place, if my remarks are con- 
sidered worth printing. If not worth print- 
ing, let us have the editorial anyway. 

It does seem as though it would be for 
the interest of publishers to pay some atten- 
tion to the requests of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association as contained in the res- 
olutions passed a year ago, and which I have 
yet to find condemned by a single publisher, 
although many say “We don’t know how we 
are going to do it.” They should, instead of 
talking about it, simply do it, just as was 
once said in reference to the resumption of 
specie payment, “the way to resume is to 
resume.” 

I have heard, during the past year, from 
many publishers and their representatives, 
that some retail dealers do not agree with 
the resolutions which were passed last year 
without a dissenting vote, after the resolu- 
tions had been read as a whole, read indi- 
vidually, and each explained in detail in order 
that there might be no misunderstanding. 
Either there is a woeful misrepresentation, 
or else, those men who came to the conven- 
tion stultified themselves by their votes. 

It is a probable fact that no payment for 
new books has been made to publishers in 
this country during the past five or ten years 
by any bookseller, without drawing for such 
payment money acquired by selling merchan- 
dise other than new books. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session was called to order 
at 2 o'clock, when Mr. Palmer briefly re- 
viewed the history of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association. Mr. Palmer’s remarks 
were followed by an interesting and sugges- 
ttve address on “Advertising as applied to 
the booktrade,” by J. A. Richards. 

Mr. Palmer’s remarks were followed by an 
interesting and suggestive address on “Ad- 
vertising as applied to the booktrade,” by J. A. 
Richards. 

Then followed a general discussion of the 
ways and means of conducting business, led 
off by V. N. Schenck, of Johnson’s, Spring- 
field, Mass., who read the following paper: 


WAYS AND MEANS OF CONDUCTING A 
BOOK BUSINESS, 

Kindly permit me to say that in presenting 
this statement of the development and meth- 
ods of Johnson’s Bookstore, of Springfield, 
Mass., I do so at the suggestion of your 
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Program Committee and am not actuated by 
any inclination to boast of remarkable pro- 
gress or to assume that we have a monopoly 
of the best methods of conducting a success- 
ful bookstore. Rather, is it my hope that in 
presenting our experience, I may provoke 
in your mind a question as to the practicality 
of this or that phase of our business method 
and develop a discussion that shall prove 
of great practical value to us all. 

The average bookseller has too long 
thought of his calling as a too dignified pro- 
fession to be in touch with, or to be sullied 
by, the hustling business methods that have 
place in every other legitimate line of retail 
trade. Indeed, in our own city it was neces- 
sary that one should come into the booktrade 
wholly unencumbered with the ethics of the 
profession, so long held dear by the old time 
bookseller, and so, from the little hamlet 
of Hockanum, in historic old Hadley, there 
emerged a youth of sixteen to take up the 
duster and wield the broom in the store of 
that Nestor among booksellers, Mr. Sidney 
Bridgman, of Northampton. This prospec- 
tive bookseller had already shown wisdom 
in at least two particulars, in choosing a 
parentage of sturdy, thoroughgoing, New 
England stock and again in his selection of 
Sidney Bridgman as his tutor, for, let me say 
right here, that to his adherence to the old 
time standards of honesty in things seemingly 
trivial, and his insistence upon a like prac- 
tice on the part of his employees, may be at- 
tributed a beginning of business success. The 
people believed in him. 

No business amounts to much that has not 
a personality behind it, and my only excuse 
for this biographical preface is to reveal a 
personality that developed steadily through 
nine years of experience as an employee, the 
latter five being spent with Gill’s Art Store, 
of Springfield, where the greater portion of 
his time was devoted to the sale of office 
supplies. 

Then having accumulated a small capital, 
this young man invested his all, with a few 
borrowed hundreds, in a small stationery and 
notion store near that of his old employer. 

_The methods which enabled this small be- 
ginning to gradually absorb the business of 
the Gill store, and to grow from a floor area 
of eight hundred square feet and a force of 
two employees to a floor area of ten thou- 
sand square feet and an employed force of 
forty, it is my purpose now to enumerate. 

Our greatest asset has been the confidence 
of the public, which has been gained by ab- 
solute allegiance to the “square deal” prin- 
ciple, by unfailing courtesy, and careful at- 
tention to seemingly unimportant details. We 
believe that special effort to accommodate a 
customer in a small matter to-day will bring 
him back for a larger purchase to-morrow ; 
that if a book, or anything in our line, is ob- 
tainable on earth, we are just the fellows to 
go after it, even if in some instances the ex- 
pense of the effort involves all of the possible 
profit. 

A customer never forgets the fact that 
you succeeded when the other fellow failed 
or made no effort to meet his needs. 


We believe in prompt service, and when we 
promise delivery in any specified time, we 
expect to make good, and seldom fail to do 
so. Our order spindles are cleared each 
night and orders are so placed as to insure 
prompt attention and delivery; for instance, 
as a rule we prefer to deal with the manufac- 
turer direct, but if he has the reputation 
of being a slow shipper and there is no dif- 
ference in the discount, the prompt jobber 
gets the order. 

Practically all enclosures are sent through 
a shipping house, we paying so much for each 
parcel, thus saving a day in delivery. We 
consider the extra expense involved in this 
particular to be worth while if it means a 
better satisfied customer. Let me add, that 
this extra expense is in large part carried by 
reduced expressage obtained through the 
hundred-pound rate. 

In other lines than books it is often nec- 
essary for us to follow up an order and see 
to it that the manufacturer does not ruin 
our reputation by unnecessary delay, it be- 
ing true of some concerns that if they consider 
you “easy” your order is neglected and it 
is only by being wide awake and insisting on 
prompt service that we get it, 

Our mail order department is not as sys- 
tematized as we expect some day to have 
it, but business in this direction is constantly 
increasing. 

We believe that when a customer trusts 
us with a mail order he should be given if 
anything more prompt and conscientious at- 
tention than the customer we meet face to 
face. 

All such orders, whether for ten cents’ worth 
or ten dollars’ worth of goods, we immediately 
acknowledge informing the customer whether 
shipment will be made at once or whether 
for any reason there will be delay. This 
involves but slight expense, satisfies the cus- 
tomer that you appreciate his business and 
are giving him prompt service. If a mail 
order customer leaves a selection to our 
judgment, we lend him our very best. We 
constantly receive notes from out of town cus- 
tomers expressing appreciation of service 
rendered. 

Advertising has been a strong ally in this 
business. Newspaper spAce does not count 
so much as cleverly headed, tersely put state- 
ments of propositions we would have the 
public consider; like the baker’s bread, they 
are fresh every morning, the fact being that 
the public have no better liking for a stale 
advertisement than for stale bread. No ad- 
vertisement inserted by us in any journal 
ever appears a second time intentionally, at 
least not in its original form. We urge the 
public to make our store a rendezvous where 
they may meet their friends and “meet me at 
Johnson’s” is not an uncommon phrase in 
Springfield. 

We are confident that advertising that 
reaches the children cements the interest of 
parents, hence we occasionally offer a sou- 
venir of some sort to the children; for in- 
stance, on the day preceding last Fourth of 
July we gave away a specially designed and 
printed paper hat in patriotic colors. Five 
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thousand of these were distributed in our two 
stores, in the neighborhood of three thou- 
sand boys and girls of all classes filing in at 
the rear door of our Springfield store and 
marching out at the front door with caps 
jn their hands or on their heads. 

We endeavor to keep in touch with the 
teachers in the public schools, and have for 
several years remembered them and the stu- 
dents of Mount Holyoke College with a 
choice quotation calendar having a selection 
for every day of the year. We distributed 
fifteen hundred of these last January, each 
one being accompanied with a well worded 
New Year’s greeting attached to the back of 
the calendar. We invariably receive numer- 
ous notes of gratitude from the principals 
of the schools voicing the appreciation of the 
teachers. 

A by no means unimportant adjunct of our 
advertising has been our trademark of the 
little ship, which appears on everything we 
issue in the way of printed matter. 

There is no advertising quite so effective 
as a well arranged, constantly changing win- 
dow display. No one arrangement should 
ever remain for more than a single week; 
clean glass, fresh goods, eloquent signs, 
bring a customer into a store in a mood for 
immediate purchase, while a newspaper “ad” 
may lose its spell before he has time to fol- 
low his inclinattions. 

Fully as careful attention should be given 
to display inside the store, and well worded, 
harmonious, signs should call the customer’s 
attention to this or that bargain, compelling 
his interest from one end of the store to the 
other, 

Right here let me say that we back up 
our signs and our advertising with goods 
that meet the expectation of the customer 
and endeavor to send him away with the 
conviction that we do even a little better, if 
anything, than we promise. 

Possibly I should have stated ere this that 
while nominally a bookstore, we carry many 
other lines which seem to harmonize with 
books: office supplies, cameras, pictures, sta- 
tionery and leather goods, artists’ materials, 
etc. In so varied a stock it has seemed best 
to follow the department store method of 
organization, which gives us ten departments, 
each having its own head, responsible (under 
proper supervision), for the buying, main- 
tenance and arrangement of stock. This 
sharing of responsibility has resulted in an 
exceptional esprit de corps to which is to 
be attributed much of the success of the 
establishment. 

A further aid to this family feeling among 
our employees is the annual banquet, ar- 
ranged for, and paid for, by the members of 
the force, including everyone from the er- 
rand boys to the head of the house. 

At a meeting called in early summer, a ban- 
quet committee is chosen and an assessment 
of ten cents per week voted. This amounts 
to a sufficient sum by fall to afford a course 
dinner at $1.50 per plate. A well arranged 
programme of toasts, songs, and a general 
good time, sends every one home proud of the 
store and more than ever loyal to its interest. 
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A series of store talks maintained for some 
time, but now discontinued on account of 
changed conditions, proved a unifying and 
helpful element. These ten-minute talks given 
on alternate Wednesday mornings to heads 
of departments and the general force gave 
opportunity to discuss methods of salesman- 
ship, store etiquette, weak points in organiza- 
tion, etc. 

We are still struggling with the problem of 
stock arrangement, and the old question of 
how to serve a customer most quickly and 
satisfactorily is constantly recurring. 

Among the books, we adhere to the topical 
arrangement, believing that the average cus- 
tomer is better pleased if he finds all volumes 
relating to his favorite topic in one group. 
In business, correspondence papers, tablets 
and all kindred things wherever possible, we 
group numbered samples, making it possible 
to show the entire assortment to a customer 
without the necessity of wearying his patience 
and ruining the stock by pulling down forty 
boxes, more or less. 

Indeed, we are endeavoring to bring sys- 
tem and order to bear in every phase of the 
business from the office to the shipping room. 
every parcel coming in to us by freight or 
express is weighed and entered immediately 
on its receipt, enabling us at any time to 
settle all matters relative to errors in charges, 
weight of shipment, etc. Every parcel sent 
out from our store to city customers is en- 
tered by number, memorandum being made of 
the address, the salesman’s number, the de- 
partment sending it, and the messenger who 
delivered it. This record saves all dispute 
when delivery of a parcel is called in question. 

By a similar method a single sheet order 
blank makes it possible for us to go back for 
a year and a half and trace any order taken 
over the counter, from the clerk who took it 
throughout its course until the goods were 
laid on the delivery table. 

By ten minutes past six every night we 
know what the day’s cash business has been, 
and by glancing down a single page of a small 
diary can compare the day’s record with that 
of every corresponding date in our last seven 
years of business. 

Every department is charged with its own 
proportion of rental and incidental expense 
and each month a statement is drawn off 
showing a comparison with the corresponding 
month of the preceding year. 

Satisfactory though this system is, it has 
one sorry disadvantage from the booksellers’ 
standpoint, in that it proves beyond question 
that the seeker after fortune must look else- 
where than in books, for there it surely does 
not abide. 

We have just celebrated our fifteenth birth- 
day, and have given a copy of our anniversary 
leaflet with a souvenir postal to every cus- 
tomer entering our store for the past two 
weeks. This same leaflet has also been 
mailed to every customer represented on our 
ledger. The cordial notes and expression of 
appreciation and congratulation have been a 
revelation of our hold on the public, and a 
source of satisfaction and inspiration to our- 
selves. 
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It is the hope and expectation of the 
speaker that in presenting this story of a 
bookstore located in the prettiest little city 
of the United States, he may arouse these 
older, more experienced and more successful 
bockmen to open their hearts and tell us how 
they do it. 

In closing, let me say that we have a very 
selfish motive in our attendance upon the an- 
nual sessions of this Association; delightful 
though the booktrade is, we are engaged in 
business primarily to make money, and if 
some one else has better ideas of merchandiz- 
ing we want to know about them. 

Particularly would we like to hear from 
some one who has developed a successful 
mail order system, or another who is espe- 
cially successful in making collections, or 
will some one else lay before us any adver- 
tising scheme which has been particularly ef- 
fective in his own field. 

Only by such co-operation, gentlemen, can 
we make the profession of bookselling take 
its proper place in profitable retail trade. 

During the discussion of this subject R. E. 
Sherwood, of New York, said in part: 
“Lately I have been investigating just how 
far a manufacturers’ rights extend with ref- 
erence to fixing the manner and price of re- 
tailing. At some expense I have advice from 
what I consider indisputable authority to the 
effect that a manufacturer can and may fix 
the retail price of his wares by placing 
thereon the following printed label which, 
altered to suit the book trade, reads: 

Notice.—As manufacturers and publishers of this 


book [title] under United States letters patent and 
trade marks owned and controlled, we do hereby fix 


the retail selling price for each << of [title] at 


$1.50, and we sell it only on condition that the 
retail dealer will not sell or offer it for sale at less 
than the above fixed price. The retail dealer ac- 
krewledges that the receipt and acceptance of this 
article shall be an assent to the above terms and an 
agreement directly with “the manufacturers to sell 
subject to the above fixed price.” 


“If each individual publisher first patent his 
general line of publications, registered his 
general trademark, and caused to be printed 
therein the above notice, then any retailer 
who accepted them, no matter by what route 
he come, enters into an agreement with the 
publisher to sell only at the net published 
price. Thus it can be readily seen that the 
bookseller can’t get the books without enter- 
ing into a contract, and that if this contract 
be violated, he can be held for breach of con- 
tract, be legally disbarred from demanding 
that the publisher sell him any future publi- 
cations. 

“Attention is called to the Bobbs-Merrill 
‘Castaway’ case. It will be remembered that 
this book carried the word ‘Patented,’ and was 
patented; but no attempt was made to regis- 
ter a trademark, * * * and here, in addition, 
it was shown that the concern was a member 
of an association formed in violation of the 
Federal laws, and in consequence their action 
was null and void. Much could be written 
in the way of elaboration on the above, as 
on this principle is based the retail price of 
the Victor Talking Machine, Singer Sewing 
Machine, Waterman Pen, etc., and numerous 
other patented articles. I have gone far 
enough into this work to speak positively 
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when I say ‘this is the method to prevent 
price cutting, if the book trade desires to 
do so.” Now, gentlemen, the objective point 
for us is to obtain the co-operation of the 
publisher. 

“Let us get into the game with renewed 
vigor. Cut out that dry rot which we have 
contracted by idolatrous worship of antiquated 
methods; join together, making the penalty 
heavy enough for violation, that it will be 
profitable for every member to stay by this 
organization. 

“By a careful estimate the statistics show 
that the department stores of this country 
market 40 per cent. of fiction sold, and less 
than 25 per cent. of all the books aside from 
fiction. There is an old saying through the 
south, which runs, ‘You can’t raise hell and 
cotton at the same time.’ But I am of the 
opinion that if we stick together we can do 
a little of both. We might just as well die for 
an old sheep as a lamb. 

“There is no time like the present. I am 
strongly in favor of a resolution to the ef- 
fect that a committee be appointed, chosen 
from the members of this association, to con- 
fer with the representative publishers with the 
idea of coming to some definite understand- 
ing, the committee to be subject to call at 
all times by its chairman.” 


W. B. Clarke, of Boston, referred to the 
methods on the part of certain publishers 
in the billing and shipping of daily orders, 
illustrating numerous discomforts in dealing 
with these houses in contrast with firms who 
keep in closer touch with the requirements 
of retailers at distant points. H. H. Jackson, 
Bridgeport, Conn., illuminated a few means 
of trade promotion which have been success- 
ful in his town. John L. Grant, Utica, N. Y., 
told of his attitude to “price cutting,” which 
he proclaimed is more imaginary than real. 
Simon Brentano spoke of the only solution 
that will make bookselling profitable. No 
business, he said, can be conducted success- 
fully that does not show an annual gross 
profit of one-third between cost and selling 
prices. The discussion which followed gave 
evidence of a general belief that the word 
“net” is a stumbling block and that it should 
be dropped by publishers. The speakers, 
without exception, held that all retail prices 
should be fixed without the disturbing reser- 
vation as to “net” or “long.” 

The following committees were appointed:

The convention adjourned until nine o’clock 
on Wednesday morning. 


SECOND DAY’S SESSION. 


THE second day’s session, owing to the 
wretched weather, was delayed almost an 
hour, and it was not until after ten o’clock 
that the delegates were called to order. After 
disposing of routine business, a delegation of 
the American Library Association, consisting 
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of A. E. Bostwick, the president, Dr. Bernard 
C. Steiner and W. P. Cutter, of the Com- 
mittee on Bookbuying of the Association, 
were presented to the delegates. 

Mr. Bostwick explained that as he was not 
a member of the Committee on Bookbuying 
of the American Library Association his ofhce 
consisted simply in introducing his colleagues, 
Dr. Steiner and Mr, Cutter, who had given 
attention to the matter to be brought before 
the convention more fully than he had. 

Dr. Steiner in turn said that he preferred 
that his associate on the Committee on Book- 
buying, Mr. W. P. Cutter, should have the 
honor of presenting his views on the subject, 
and briefly outlined the position of the library 
as an important factor in bookbuying which 
should be treated with consideration, Inci- 
dentally Dr. Steiner gave some figures, show- 
ing in what proportion public libraries sup- 
ported the publishing and bookselling in- 
terests. 

Mr. Cutter in the course of his remarks 
expressed his sympathy with the booktrade in 
striving to improve its condition, and de- 
clared himself ready to co-operate with the 
bookseller, provided that in his attempt to 
ccnsummate his ends the library interests 
should not suffer unjustly. This, he claimed, 
had happened with the inauguration of the 
reform movement, since which time the prices 
of books had been increased twenty-five per 
cent. and in some cases beyond that. Such a 
course had obliged public libraries to make 
their purchases through other channels than 
the American booksellers, which enabled 
them in some cases to obtain net books con- 
siderably cheaper than they could be bought 
in this country. 

Mr. Cutter’s remarks naturally called forth 
an animated, though, in the main, amicable 
discussion that was participated in by almost 
every one present, the minutes of which, how- 
ever, it was mutually agreed upon, should be 
reserved for the records of the American 
Booksellers’ Association. 

The conference on this subject took up al- 
most the entire forenoon, and the result was 
gratifying for the reason that both sides had 
taken each other’s measure, and had come to 
a clearer understanding of each other’s posi- 
tion, and the feeling was that though nothing 
had been specifically accomplished, the way 
was opened to future possibilities as it had 
not been before, At any rate, what was looked 
forward to with misgivings by some of the 
members of the Association, turned out to be 
a most interesting feature of the convention. 

Before adjourning for luncheon, J. B. Ken- 
yon, of the Sheldon School in Chicago, gave 
an instructive talk on scientific salesmanship, 
and the paper read by R. E. Sherwood during 
the first day’s session was discussed by sev- 
e1al of the members. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session of the second day of 
the convention was convened at 1:15. The 
chairman introduced J. K. Gill, of Portland, 
Oregon, who spoke of his successful experi- 
ment in bringing the trade of his city together 
in a friendly spirit to agree on measures that 
proved of benefit to all. 





Resolutions of regret at the deaths of John 
H, Black and J. F. Dengler were presented 
and passed, the members rising to signify 
their assent. 

Communications from a number of mem- 
bers who were wnable to be present were 
read. All of them expressed themselves in 
favor of pushing the work of the Association 
and expressed their hopes in final victory. 

A motion was adopted to the effect that the 
incoming president of the Association was to 
appoint the Committee on Resolutions at once 
in order that the members of that committee 
might do its work more effectively than is 
possible during the short time available dur- 
ing the sessions of the convention. 

It was proposed to establish a clearing 
house through which to dispose of overstock, 
or of such books as might sell in another lo- 
cality than the one in which they are resting 
idly. A committee was appointed to consider 
the matter or actually to proceed to establish 
such an agency if it proved practicable. 

The desirability of providing trade educa- 
tion for the junior assistants was discussed, 
but no action was taken. 

A committee was appointed to keep the 
members of the Association informed of 
original devices and new ideas for attracting 
customers, etc. 

The Auditing Committee reported that they 
had found the accounts correctly kept. 

The Committee on Resolutions submitted 
the following: 


Resolved, In the strong and well considered reso- 
lutions adopted by this Convention last year we would 
again urge the publishers that they issue all new 
copyrighted tocks in the future at a fixed price, which 
shall be the actual selling and published price, based 
upon the salzble value of the books with an additional 
charge for pestage when mailed, and we _ further 
urge the attention of the publishers to the other reso- 
lutions passed at the convention of last year and 
verture to suggest that unless the subject matter 
covered in these resolutions is acted upon all hope 
as to the successful future of the new book business 
of the United States may as well be abandoned. 
With the adoption of such policy and the making 
of the publishers’ advertised price the real price 
thus cutting off the qualifying terms, such as ‘“‘net,” 
“protected,” etc., there is no reason why the book 
business cannot be maintained and made profitable 
to author, publisher, dealer and purchaser alike. 


Resolved, That in our opinion it is radically wrong 

to ask the Americar booksellers to stand the cost 
of manufacture, advertising, etc., of the books pub- 
lished by our American publishers and have these 
[beoks] in turn sold by said publishers at such prices 
to foreign dealers that will permit importation by cur 
American libraries at lower or as low rates as they 
are sold direct to the American bookseller. 
_It would seem oniv fair that the cost of produc- 
tion should be distributed equally over the entire 
output, whether sold in America or Europe, and 
we would request that our Committee on Relations 
with the Publishers give this matter its immediate 
attention, 


Resolved, That we deprecate such methods of doing 
business as secures to libraries and other consumers 


not dealers a price as low or lower than is gi : 
the bceokseller, is given t 


Resolved, That. recognizing the responsibility of 
the bookseller in dessiminating the literature of the 
coramunity, this Association feels called upon at 
this time to use its influence to discourage the 
publication and sale of books of pronounced im- 
mcral plot and tone.

THE BANQUET. 


On the evening of May 20 the American 
Booksellers’ Association gave its eighth an- 
nual dinner in the rooms of the Aldine Asso- 
ciation, at 111 Fifth Avenue, New York City.

After coffee and cigars had been reached, 


W. Millard Palmer, the president of the 


American Booksellers’ Association, who acted 
as toastmaster, welccmed the various organi- 
zations represented on this occasion, after 
which Charles A. Burkhardt, the chairman of 
the banquet committee, read letters of regret 
from President Roosevelt, Winston Churchill 
and Frederick Opper. Mr. Burkhardt also 
proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers of 
the evening and to the following: Francis 
Diaz Co., 24 Hudson Street, New York City, 
for a consignment of champagne; William T. 
Humbert, 6 East 30th Street, New York City, 
for their Perrier Table Water; Aiken-Lam- 
bert Co., 15 Maiden Lane, New York City, for 
their Shrimp Ink Pencils; Bobbs-Merrill Co., 
for “Lure of the Mask;” Walter Pulitzer and 
John W. Luce Co., Boston, for menus and 
“Cupid’s Pack of Cards;” B. W. Huebsch, 
225 Fifth Avenue, New York City, for “The 
City that Was;” and to THE PusLisHERs’ 
Weekty, The Bookseller, Newsdealer and 
Stationer, The American Stationer, Geyer's 
Stationer, Walden‘s Stationer and Publisher 
and Retailer, for their co-operation in giving 
publicity to the convention and dinner. The 
vote was heartily seconded and voted upon 
favorably. 

The toastmaster next introduced A. Grow- 
oll, who, he intimated, might have something 
to say of interest to all present. Mr. Growoll 
then addressed the assemblage as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Friends: 


“It is my pleasant duty this evening, in 
your behalf, to crown with a slight token of 
recognition the many sterling services ren- 
dered by one of our members to those pres-

ent in particular, and to the booktrade in 
general. If we were to draw up a roll of 
honor of those who have labored most un- 
selfishly to uplift and dignify what we believe 
to be an honored, as it certainly is an ancient 
profession, our friend's name would easily 
stand at the head. 

“During the quarter of a century and longer 
that I have known him intimately he has al- 
ways been more than ready to share in the 
work that was to be done for the benefit of 
the booktrade, often doing the work of two, 
and yet more frequently being saddled with 
all the work—because he did it so ably. 

“The youngest member of the Board of 
Managers of the ill-fated Booksellers’ and 
Stationers’ Provident Association, single- 
handed he added nearly $2000 to its fund 
through the authors’ readings which he orig- 
inated. Throughout the career of that asso- 
ciation, which in 18 years distributed $140,000 
to its beneficiaries, our friend was ever one 
of its wisest and most earnest supporters. 

“While at least two others, from time to 
time, talked over the formation of a social 
organization of the employees in the book- 
trade, this man quietly went to work and or- 
ganized The Booksellers’ League, handing it 
over to his associates while he himself as- 
sumed the arduous duties of secretary. To 
his credit also must be placed the organiza- 
tion of the Employment Bureau of The Book- 
sellers’ League, which in ten years, (under 
the care of Charles E. Bonnell,) helped five 
hundred bocksellers to profitable employment. 

“When the Association of the Booksellers 
of New York was organized our friend was 
chosen temporary secretary, and only escaped 
becoming secretary for life through a serious 
illness which held him in its clutches until 
the association was obliged to elect another 
in his place. 

“After the wise men of the American 
Booksellers’ Association had tried their hands 
in arranging for its annual dinners and found 
it a thankless and unprofitable task they cov- 
ered themselves with everlasting glory in 
electing this shining mark to do the work for 
them—for ever since he took the helm these 
festive occasions became not only successes 
from a social point of view, but they also ex- 
tinguished the pecuniary deficits. 

“But it is not only for these substantial 
services to his associates that we honor him— 
it is for himself that all love him. . Helpful 
and inspiring in his relations with his col- 
leagues, and an unfailing and loyal friend 
in time of need, these are but a few of the 
distinguished characteristics of this noblest 
Roman, in whem you all recognize the chair- 
man of our dinner committee—Charles A. 
Burkhardt.” 

After a thunderous salvo of applause, re- 
peated again and again, during which a box 
containing a coffee service on a silver tray, 
to be suitably inscribed at a later date, was 
uncovered, Mr. Growoll concluded his ad- 
dress by saying: 

“In presenting this memorial your com- 
mittee can only say that if it had had com- 
mand over all the silver in the United States 
Treasury the gift could not have been backed 
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by more loving kindness and good wishes 
than this. It is a token of recognition not 
only from the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, but from every man in the booktrade 
throughout the country who was in time to 
contribute his share. May you and your 
family live many years to enjoy it.” 

Mr. Burkhardt, who for the time was 
stunned by surprise, after a few moments rose 
to thank his friends briefly, but heartily. 

The next surprise of the evening came 
when the chairman called upon A. Wessels 
to disclose to the company present what he 
had “up his sleeve,” or rather, under the 
table. Mr. Wessels, taking the floor, in a very 
happy address referred to the fact that their 
friend A. Growoll this month rounded out 
fifty years of association with and service to 
the booktrade of the United States, though 
his earlier connection with the trade was 
necessarily slight and in the humblest capac- 
ity, having been performed during the vaca- 
tion season and during the holidays while still 
attending school. He then presented to Mr. 
Growoll a volume, handsomely bound in vel- 
lum by his old friend Henry Blackwell, con- 
taining the letters of 112 publishers and book- 
sellers in every part of the country, who, in 
contributing their quota to a memorial to be 
presented to him on this occasion, also gave 
expression of their appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered to the booktrade and to the 
cause of bibliography by Mr. Growoll and of 
their personal esteem. With the volume, Mr. 
Wessels presented the memorial referred to, a 
handsome gold hunting-case watch, inscribed 
as follows: 


With the Esteem

The American Booksellers 
to 


A. Growoll 
In grateful recognition of 
fitty years of service 
May 20, 1908. 


The address of Mr. Wessels and the pres- 
entation was heartily applauded. Mr. Grow- 
oll, in thanking his many friends, closed his 
speech by saying that he hoped to be spared 
many years yet to live up to Bacon’s admoni- 
tion, years ago placed at the head of the edi- 
torial page of THE PuBiisHEeRs’ WEEKLY by 
his master and teacher, Frederick Leypoldt, 
to be a help, if not an ornament, to the pro- 
fession to which he was a debtor for so 
much that made life worth living. 

The chairman then called upon Charles L. 
,0wman, who as the president of The Book- 
sellers’ League, welcomed the American 
Booksellers’ Association. Simon Brentano, 
who was introduced as the bookseller who 
always did business “on the Square,” [for- 
merly Union and now practically on Madison, ] 
welcomed the assemblage on behalf of The 
Booksellers of New York in a happy short 
address that was heartily applauded. In the 
absence of the president of The Brotherhood 
of Commercial Travellers, its secretary, John 
Hovendon, represented the Brotherhood in a 
talk that kept the company shaking with 
laughter. Theodore L. C. Gerry said a few 
words on behalf of the Stationers’ Associa- 
tion of New York, of which he is the presi- 


dent, and Henry C. Bainbridge, president of 
the Stationers’ Board of Trade, welcomed 
the beoksellers in the name of his organiza- 
tion. 

A. E. Bostwick, president of the American 
Library Association, in the course of a felic- 
itous response to an invitation to say a few 
words, expressed himself pleased to meet the 
becksellers present and to know them better 
as he was aware that they were men with 
whom he “would in the future have to deal 
more closely than in the past,” concluding his 
remarks by dwelling on the importance of the 
library as a factor in spreading a taste for 
reading and in encouraging a desire for book 
buying. 

Mark Twain, upon entering the dining 
room, received an ovation that lasted fully 
five minutes. When called upon to address 
the American Booksellers’ Association, Mark 
Twain began by congratulating those present 
upon their youth, which he considered au- 
gured well for his interests, inasmuch as the 
selling of books should be in the care of 
young men, enthusiastic and strong enough to 
cope with the shy and unwilling purchaser. 
After telling some amusing stories in his in- 
imitable manner, Mark Twain proceeded as 
follows: “This annual gathering of booksellers 
from all over America comes together ostensi- 
bly to eat and drink, but really to discuss busi- 
ness; therefore I am required to talk shop. 
I am required to furnish a statement of the 
indebtedness under which I lie to you gentle- 
men for your help in enabling me to earn 
my living. For something over forty years 
I have acquired my bread by print, beginning 
with ‘Innocents Abroad,’ followed at inter- 
vals of a year or so by ‘Roughing It,’ ‘Tom 
Sawyer,’ ‘Gilded Age,’ and so on. For thirty- 
six years my books were sold by subscrip- 
tion. You are not interested in those years, 
but only in the four which have since fol- 
lowed. The books passed into the hands of 
my present publishers at the beginning ot 
1904, and you then became the providers of 
my diet. I think I may say without flat- 
tering you, that you have done exceedingly 
well by me. Exceedingly well is not too strong 
a phrase, since the official statistics show that 
in four years you have sold twice as many 
volumes of my venerable books as my con- 
tract with my publishers bound you and them 
to sell in five years. To your sorrow you are 
aware that frequently, much too frequently, 
when a book gets to be five or ten years 
old its annual sale shrinks to two or three 
hundred copies, and after an added ten or 
twenty years ceases to sell. But you sell 
thousands of my moss-backed old books every 
year—the youngest of them being books that 
range from fifteen to twenty-seven years old, 
and the oldest reaching back to thirty-five 
and forty. 

“By the terms of my contract my publishers 
had to account to me for 50,000 volumes per 
year for five years, and pay me for them 
whether they sold them or not. It is at this 
point that you gentlemen come in, for it was 
your business to uload the 250,000 volumes 
upon the public in five years if you possibly 
could. Have vou succeeded? Yes, you have 
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—and more. For in four years, with a year 
still to spare, you have sold the 250,000 
volumes, and 240,000 besides, 

“Your sales have increased each year. In 
the first year you sold 90,328; in the second 
year, 104,851; in the third, 133,975: n the 
fourth year—which was last year—you sold 
160,000, The aggregate for the four years is 
<90,000 volumes, lacking 11,000. 
~ “Of the oldest book, the ‘Innocents Abroad’ 
—now forty years old—you sold upwards of 
46,000 copies in the four years; of ‘Roughing 
It—now thirty-eight years old, I think—you 
sold 40,334; of “Tom Sawyer,’ 41,000. And 
so on. 

“And there is one thing that is peculiarly 
gratifying to me: the ‘Personal Recollections 
of Joan of Arc’ is a serious book; I wrote 
it for love, and never expected it to sell, but 
you have pleasantly disappointed me in that 
matter. In your hands its sale has increased 
each year. In 1904 you sold 1726 copies; in 
1905, 2445; in 1906, 5381; and last year, 
6574.” 

Mark Twain having resumed his seat, Mr. 
Simon Brentano rose to say that it was rather 
for the booktrade to thank Mark Twain 
than for him to thank the booktrade, because 
in his books the bookseller had an unfailing 
source of profit and an asset of real value. 
The whole gathering enthusiastically rose to 
show their concurrence in Mr. Brentano’s 
sentiments, 

The Rev. Dr, Newell Dwight Hillis, the 
next speaker, caused a great laugh when he 
referred to the booksellers of the country as 
the only body of men not investigated so far 
and as the headwaters of wisdom. In con- 
clusion, Dr. Hillis severely criticized the mod- 
ern tendency of producing and distributing 
a class of fiction hurtful to the community. 
When Dr. Hillis concluded his remarks, Mr. 
Palmer said that it might please their guest to 
know that the booksellers, at their annual con- 
vention in the afternoon, had adopted a reso- 
lution along the very same lines as his re- 
marks, 

surges Johnson, editor of Judge, and Will 
Irwin, author of “The City that Was,” con- 
cluded the evening by reciting interesting 
stories and experience,

up.

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TESTIMONIAL TO A. GROWOLL. 


THE surprise dinner to Mr. A. Growoll 
at the Players Club, New York, on the 
evening of Thursday, May 14, was a happy 
appreciation of his long services to the pro- 
fession of bookselling. In 1858, as a small 
boy, during school vacation and during the 
holidays, he “tended store” in Schroeder's 
bookshop, the predecessor of Tamsen & 
Krause, now E. J. H. Tamsen, on Avenue A, 
between Third and Fourth Streets, New York 
City, near his home, in a part of the city then 
the centre for the new homes of German- 
American citizens and a less unfashionable 
part of the town than now. The small boy, 
after schooling became a printer and later 
was associated with Frederick Leypoldt, and 
ultimately became well known as the man- 
aging editor of THe PusBLisHers’ WEEKLY. 
Taking advantage of this fifty years’ anni- 
versary, which does not apply, however, that 
the beneficiary has reached the allotted age 
of the Psalmist, twenty-four of Mr. Growoll’s 
friends joined in a surprise dinner. Mr. 
E. Byrne Hackett acted as decoy, Mr. A. Wes- 
sels and Mr. John A. Holden being, with 
him, the leading conspirators, and he person- 
ally invited Mr. Growoll to meet a dis- 
tinguished friend at the Players Club on 
Thursday, with special injunction to wear 
his good clothes. The beneficiary arrived 
promptly at a quarter before seven and was 
successfully isolated in a remote room while 
his host disappeared to make arrangements 
for the steak and potatoes. Meantime the 
other conspirators had gathered promptly and 
were seated in alphabetical order in the private 
dining room when Mr. Growoll, to whom 
the matter was an absolute surprise up to this 
moment, was quietly brought into the room 
and chaired in the only vacant place which 
was out of alphabet.

When Mr. Growoll had recovered from 
his surprise and emotions he received a cor- 
dial handshaking and was presented with a 
pamphlet labeled A. G., containing a prop- 
erly set forth title-page over the imprint of the 
Players Club, which incidentally contained 
the following menu, prefaced by the quotation 
from Lord Bacon which stands at the head of 
the editorial page of THe PusrisHers’ WEEK- 
LY:

Though the dinner was informal each one 
took his turn in the alphabet in saying a word 
or two of appreciation. Mr. Bowker asked 
leave to speak out of turn, in the Swedish 
custom of having words between courses, be- 
cause of an earlier engagement at a later 
dinner, and said a few words of appreciation 
of Mr. Growoll in his office relations and in his 
services to the profession of bookselling, of 
which he has long been the chronicler. 

The various speakers who responded at the 
opportunity given by Toastmaster Cass Rich- 
ardson told of Mr. Growoll’s contribution to 
the book and allied trades, and testified to 
the personal help that he had been to each 
and all. 

Charles L. Bowman spoke feelingly of Mr. 
Growoll’s personal interest and zeal, his en- 
ergy and his desire to accomplish definite 
things. 

Charles A. Burkhardt brought out incidents 
where Mr. Growoll had strengthened the 
ties that bound publisher and bookseller to- 
gether. 

William A. Stewart, of THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY, humorously sketched some of the 
“inside” facts of that office and the contact 
with Mr. Growoll as an associate worker. 

Joseph F. Vogelius reviewed in an interest- 
ing manner the early history and beginnings 
of Frederick Leypoldt’s various plans and 
publications, with which Mr. Growoll be- 
carne identified in 1876, just when the “Amer- 
ican Catalog” was taking shape. 

R. G. Leypoldt, the elder son of the foun- 
der of THe PusttsHers’ WEEKLY, stated 
that those present could estimate truly Mr. 
Growoll’s value to the trade, and referred to 
the personal aspects of Mr. Growoll’s work. 
Mr. Growoll had not only recognized but had 
apprehended the underlying ideas of Mr. 
Leypoldt, and had earnestly carried for- 
ward the various plans of his teacher. The 
obiect was not alone the making of an accu- 
rate record, an intelligent trade journal or a 
comprehensive bibliographical help, but was 
to bring the work of the author to the pres- 
ence of the reader. Mr. Leypoldt’s death 
had been to Mr. Growoll an opportunity for 
proving a loyal friend to Mrs. Leypoldt and 
family, and he had been a strong and faith- 
ful supporter, even to self sacrifice, for main- 
taining the work begun by his friend. 

E. Byrne Hackett eloquently alluded to the 
value of ideals and friendship among trade 
associates. There was something greater than 
mere trade, and Mr. Growoll had exempli- 
fied service without consideration of return. 
He had inspired the younger and counseled 
the older men, always proving himself a man 
among his fellows. 

John A. Holden surprised and delighted 
the company with a poetic tribute to Mr. 
Growoll. Space permits only of those lines 
which express the author’s sentiment.

His word in these long years 
Has been a beacon—warning, illuminating! 
His life a weathered guide—safe, helpful, 
Hopeful—ever in sympathetic touch 
With each and every crass vexatious query.

After various other tributes to Mr. Growoll, 
interspersed with witty stories, personal anec- 
dotes and friendly greetings, the guest of 
honor was called to his feet amid applause. 
Mr. Growoll, almost overcome by the surprise 
and by the genuineness of the many good 
wishes expressed, thanked the men in simple 
words, and then pleased the company with an 
interesting array of memories touching the 
earlier days of the publishing business. His 
description of the old bookstores and their 
personnel, when the centre of the trade 
in New York City lay mear _ Reade 
Street, and his keen remembrance of 
persons and events, again showed how and 
why he had come to be so valuable to the 
trade and so well liked by its members. It 
was a heart interest and a life work—therein 
lay the secret of his hold upon his followers. 

It was nearly midnight when hands were 
clasped in “Auld Lang Syne” and unclasped 
with a hearty “Good-night—fare a,

THE STRATFORD TOWN SHAKE- 
SPEARE. 


WitH Shakespeare Memorial projects on 
hand there is a fitness and timeliness in the 
Stratford Town Shakespeare, a set of ten 
volumes printed in his native town at the 
Shakespeare Head Press. The English crit- 
ics are declaring these books equal to the 
finest editions de luxe published in London 
or Edinburgh. The edition is strictly limited 
to 1000 copies and is handled in this country 
by Duffield & Co. The edition has been four 
years going through the press, the first vol- 
umes bearing the date 1904. 

An unusual feature is the English hand- 
made paper, with Shakespeare’s crest and 
coat-of-arms for a watermark, that has been 
specially manufactured for this edition. An- 
other characteristic feature is the elimina- 
tion of the great mass of notes which usually 
clog the pages of our great classics and im- 
pede the reader. Instead, the last volume 
contains new and original essays which sup- 
ply in a comprehensive and readable form all 
the information that the student or private 
reader requires for the proper appreciation 
of the great dramatist. Among these essays 
are Ben Jonson’s Views on Shakespeare s 
Art, by J. J. Jusserand, French Ambassador 
to the United States; The Religion of Shake- 
speare, by the Rev. H. C. Beeching, M.A., 
Canon of Westminster Abbey, and many 
other special articles. 
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DAMAGES FOR MUTILATED NOVEL. 


Mrs. Ev1zA HUMPHREYS, better known as 
“Rita,” early this month brought suit against 
Thompson & Co., publishers of magazines and 
newspapers in Dundee, Scotland, for libel 
alleged to be contained in one of their pub- 
lications, the Red Letter, or in the alternative, 
damages for passing off a story as written by 
“Rita” which had been changed almost be- 
yond recognition. 

The witnesses for the aggrieved author in- 
cluded’ Rider Haggard, Anthony Hope, Barry 
Pain, Egerton Castle and Jerome K, Jerome, 
while marshalled against them for the de- 
fence was a formidable array of editors, jour- 
nalists and novelists, among whom were 
Clement Shorter, Coulson Kernahan and Will- 
iam Le Quex. 

It appears that in 1896 Thompson & Co. 
had bought from Tillottson’s the serial rights 
in a story entitled by her “The Sinner,” but 
which eventually was published serially in 
a different publication, under the title of “The 
Grinding Mills of God,” and as “Nellie 
O'Neill.” In April, 1907, the publishers of 
Red Letter announced “A great new serial, 
‘Katy Thorne, the Romance of a Hospital 
Nurse,’ by ‘Rita,’” and further described it 
as the best story the author had ever written. 

When “Rita” saw the number of the maga- 
zine containing the first installment of the 
story she was at first unable to recognize 
what the novel was, but eventually she dis- 
covered that it had some resemblance to a 
book she had written under the title of “The 
Sinner.” She found, moreover, that the name 
of every character had been altered and that 
some person in the Dundee office had set 
himself up as a standard of taste and had 
left out whole passages and cut out and al- 
tered numercus others. 

_ The evidence for the plaintiff was prac- 
tically unanimous in the opinion that putting 
out an old work brought out as a new story 
was prejudicial to the reputation of the au- 
thor. The witnesses for the defendant, on the 
other hand, considered that the serial story 
market was altogether different from the 
book market, and that when a serial story 
appeared the editor of the magazine generally 
altered and cut to make it read more tersely. 

Clement Shorter, editor of the Sphere, 
former editor of the Sketch, Tatler and’ [llus- 
trated London News, testified that in his 
capacity he had bought many stories from 
novelists and it was always understood that 
when a story was sold to a newspaper syndi- 
cate the latter had entire serial rights and 
could do what they wanted with the story— 
at any rate, if it was not found out, he added. 

The Judge in summing up asked the jury 
the following questions: 

(1) Whether or not the announcement 
of a great new serial by “Rita” was damag- 
ing to her reputation because it was an old 
Story? 

_ (2) Whether the publication of the story 
in the Red Letter was damaging to the repu- 
tation of the plaintiff? 

(3) When plaintiff sold her copyright of 
The Grinding Mills of God” to Tillottsons 
did she know that a subsequent purchaser of 
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that copyright would claim the privilege of 
making alterations in publishing it in serial 
form? 

(4) Were the alterations made in excess of 
that right? 

(5) Did the defendants pass off as the 
work of the plaintiff work not substantially 
her work? 

The jury made the following replies: 


(1) Yes. Damages $500. 
(2) Yes. Damages $25. 
(3) Yes. 
(4) Yes. 
(5) No. 


Upon these findings the Judge gave judg- 
ment for the plaintiff for $525 and refused a 
stay of execution which was asked for at 
once. 


THE LONDON TIMES’S “GENTLE ART 
OF MAKING ENEMIES.” 


APPENDED to a review of a book recently 
reviewed in the London Times is the follow- 
ing foot note: 

“The publishers of this book decline to supply 
The Times Bcok Ciub with copies on ordinary 
terms, and subscribers who would co-operate with 
The Times to defeat the Publishers’ Trust may 
effectively do so by refraining from ordering the 
book so far as possible until it is included in The 
Times Monthly Catalogue.” 

This attempt to discredit an honorable pub- 
lisher deserves the severest condemnation. 
Petty chicanery certainly could not stoop to 
much lower than this. 

Referring to the Murray libel suit, the 
New York Evening Post for May 18 says: 

“The libel suit of John Murray, the pub- 
lisher, against the London Times, brought 
out testimony which shows one reason why 
the Times has been losing prestige. The 
Times’s review criticized Mr. Murray for 
charging three guineas for a work which 
could be produced for to shillings. A little 
later the Times published a letter, signed 
‘Artifex,’ containing the following passage, 
on which the complaint for libel was based: 

“Mr. Murray... has exploited the great per- 
sonality of Queen Victoria for his own ends, and 
coined the national interest in her doings for his 
own enrichment into thirty-two pieces of silver, to 
be precise. 

“Mr, Murray proved that, for various 
causes which need not here be detailed, the 
book had been an extremely expensive one to 
produce, and that his profit on each set of 
three volumes had been only 2s. 4d. He also 
proved that in the Times’s review the com- 
ment on the price was not written by the re- 
viewer, but was inserted by the business man- 
ager of the Times, Moberly Bell, The let- 
ter signed ‘Artifex’ was written in the 
Times office by H. E. Hooper, organizer of 
the London Times Book Club. It appeared, 
furthermore, that just before the book came 
out, Mr. Bell vainly tried to secure from Mr. 
Murray a large number of sets at a low price 
for the Book Club. There was a fair pre- 
sumption, then, that Mr. Bell was trying to 
punish Mr. Murray for not forwarding the 
plans of the Book Club. This is the kind of 
transaction which has shaken confidence in 
the Times. It has been going into large 
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ventures outside of its legitimate field as a 
newspaper and it has used its editorial and 
news columns for the promotion of these en- 
terprises. Its opinions have manifestly been 
shaped to the exigencies of the counting room, 
In this case, the comment on a book was not 
a statement of unbiassed opinion, but was a 
libellous retort for Mr. Murray’s refusal to 
accede to Mr, Bell’s terms. It is not sur- 
prising that the verdict against the Times 
was $37,500.” 


JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


THE sixteenth annual meeting of the 
American Jewish Historical Society was held 
on May 17, at the Hote! Astor, New York 
City. Dr. Cyrus Adler, of the Smithsonian 
Institution, presided. N. Taylor Phillips, 
Deputy City Comptroller, treasurer of the 
society, reported that there were 260 active 
members of the society and $4600 in the treas- 
ury. 

Albert Friedeuberg, of New York, proposed 
that a committee go to the West Indies to 
study the inscriptions upon the tombstones 
of the Jews there. Max J. Kohler, coire- 
sponding secretary, said that a committee had 
already been appointed to go there and that 
the speaker was a member of it. 

A report was read from the committee on 
indexing American Jewish periodicals, say- 
ing that 6000 cards indexing old Jewish mag- 
azines had been written. 

Papers were read by Albert Friedenberg, 
Walter H. Liebmann, Dr. Herbert Frieden- 
wald, Leon Huhner and Mr. Kohler. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Dr. Adler; vice- 
presidents, Simon W. Rosendale, Dr. David 
Philipson, Professor Charles Gross, Professor 
Gottheil; treasurer, N. Taylor Phillips; cura- 
tor, Leon Huhner; corresponding secretary, 
Max J. Kohler; recording secretary, Dr. Her- 
bert Friedenwald. Executive council._—The 
officers and Mayor Sulzberger, Philadelphia; 
Charles J. Cohen, Philadelphia; Professor J. 
H. Hollander, Baltimore; Simon Wolf, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Albert M. Friedenberg, New 
York; the Rev. Henry Cohen, Galveston, 
Tex ; the Rev. Charles H. Hoffman, New 
York; Professor Joseph Jacobs, New York; 
Oscar S, Straus, Washington, D. C., ex-officio 
as past president of the society. 








A SHAKESPEARE THEATRE. 


There was a demonstration on May 109 at 
the Lyceum Theatre, London, the scene of 
Henry Irving’s great Shakespearian triumphs, 
in favor of the erection of a national theatre 
as a central memorial to Shakespeare, instead 
of the proposed statue in Portland Place. Lord 
Lytton presided over the gathering, and the 
house was filled with representatives of the 
dramatic and literary opinion of London, in- 
cluding Sir John Hare, Bernard Shaw, T. P. 
O’Connor, Sir Squire Bancroft and Arthur 
W. Pinero. Alfred Lyttelton, M.P., was 
sponsor for the main resolution in favor of 
the establishment of a national theatre as the 
most appropriate memorial. This was carried 
unanimously, and a committee was appointed 
to draft a plan.

THE INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
OF SECOND-HAND BOOKSELLERS. 


AT a general meeting of the Second-hand 
Booksellers’ Association, held at Anderton’s 
Hotel in London, Eng., on May 4, it was de- 
cided to change the name of the organization 
to that of The International Association of 
Second-hand Booksellers. The principal rea- 
son for making this change in the name was 
that as so many foreign booksellers are join- 
ing the association it would conduce greatly 
to its usefulness to designate it by a more 
comprehensive term. A further alteration in 
title is also under consideration by the sub- 
stitution of the word “Antiquarian” for that 
of “second-hand,” an obviously more dignified 
term and better understcod on the Continent 
in this connection. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


ALFRED F, FARNELL, senior member of the 
firm of A. F. Farnell & Son, died at his resi- 
dence in Brooklyn, N. Y., on May 12. Mr. 
Farnell was born in England in 1835 and came 
to America in 1866, where soon after he estab- 
lished the book business in Brooklyn that 
bears his name. His son, Henry A. Farnell, 
succeeds to the business and will have asso- 
ciated with him F, W. Farnell, formerly of 
Baltimore. 


FREDERICK May Hoiitanp, member of the 
Wisconsin Academy of Sciences, died on May 
20, at his home in Concord, Mass., at the age 
of 72. Mr. Holland was the author of “The 
Reign of the Stoics,” “Sordello: a Story from 
Robert Browning,” “Stories from Browning’s 
The Rise of Intellectual Liberty,” “Frederick 
Douglass, the Colored Orator,” and “Liberty 
in the Nineteenth Century,” besides a number 
of pamphlets. 


WaLTER Aucustus WyckorfF, assistant pro- 
fessor of political economy in Princeton Uni- 
versity, died at Princeton, N. J., on May 15. 
Professor Wyckoff was born on April 12, 
1865, in Mainpuri, India, where his father, 
the Rev. Benjamin Du Bois Wyckoff, was a 
missionary. He was graduated from Prince- 
ton in 1888, spent two years more in gradvate 
study of sociology and spent a year in travel. 
In 1891 he began to investigate the conditions 
under which American laborers worked and 
lived, and travelled through nearly every 
State of the Union, the results of which are 
embodied in his books, “The Workers—the 
East,” “The Workers—the West,” and “A 
Day with a Tramp, and Other Days.” 
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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 


CASSELL & CoMPANY have just brought out 
the “Royal Academy Pictures and Sculpture, 
1908.” 

A copy of the rare first edition, (privately 
printed,) of “John Inglesant” is now held at 
$42. The book was printed in an edition of 
one hundred copies for the author’s friends. 
When produced the next year for the benefit 
of the public it had an immediate success. 


Harper & BrotHers have delayed until 
June the publication of “The Shoulders of 
Atlas,’ by Mary E. Wilkins-Freeman, and 
“Sir Richard Escombe,” by Max Pemberton; 
also, “Quicksteps Through Scandinavia,” a 
profusely illustrated book of travel through 
Norway and Sweden, by S. G. Bayne. 


A SILVER-MOUNTED silk umbrella was given 
out by mistake in the coat room to the wrong 
person after the dinner of the American 
Booksellers’ Association on the evening of 
May 20. The umbrella may be returned to its 
owner through Mr. Charles A. Burkhardt, in 
care of E. P. Dutton & Co., 31 W. Twenty- 
third Street, New York City. 


RICHARD HATFIELD, 1310 Green Court, N. 
W., Washington, D. C., will publish on June 
6 “Geyserland—Empiricisms in Social Re- 
form,” by Richard Hatfield, which is recom- 
mended to “those who are interested in the 
future of humanity with our ever-developing 
possibilities, and who are unbiased by history 
or unprejudiced by former conditions.” 


A FIRE in the building at 323 Pearl Street, 
New York City, adjoining the Wilson Build- 
ing, which has been used for some time by 
Harper & Brothers as a warehouse for their 
stock, caused considerable damage, chiefly 
through water and smoke. The fire broke 
out in the night, between Friday and Satur- 
day, May 22, 23. It did not, as reported, af- 
fect the building in Franklin Square occupied 
by Harper & Brothers. The extent of the 
damages sustained has not yet been estimated, 
but nothing that cannot be replaced was de- 
stroyed. A building opposite their offices has 
been rented and the undamaged stock is be- 
ing transferred to this building as rapidly as 
possible. 


Tue Chicago Tribune of May 14 reports 
that residents of Evanston, Ill., were startled 
the day before when it became known that 
Mrs, James A. Patten, wife of the grain mag- 
nate and herself a leader in club and society 
life in the suburb, had been swindled out of 
$30,000 by a book canvasser, who it is alleged 
got her signature on notes to that amount 
when she thought she was signing orders for 
books. The notes were discounted by the 
agent and are now being presented for pay- 
ment. Some of the notes, it is said, were 
taken up by Mrs. Patten before her husband 
started an investigation which revealed that 
she had been swindled. A warrant was sworn 
out for the arrest of the man whose name has 
not yet been disclosed. 


_ THE Funx & Wacnatts Company have 
just brought out “Smiling Round the World,” 
by Marshall P. Wilder, the well-known hu- 


morist and entertainer. In this new book 
Mr, Wilder recounts in his characteristic and 
breezy fashion the experiences encountered 
in kis recent trip around the world. In addi- 
tion to the keen enjoyment which the reader 
will elicit from the undercurrent of humor 
running through the volume, the book gives a 
vivid picture of life as it is lived in distant 
lands. They will publish shortly “Wanted: 
a Theolegy,” a book by the Rev. Samuel T. 
Carter, which is described as “an attack on 
scholastic theology, advocating a religion that 
is free from dogmatism and devoted to a love 
of God and humanity.” 


Henry Hott & Co. have just issued a new 
edition of the “College Chemistry,” by Dr. 
Ira Remsen, president of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, thoroughly revising the material of 
the previous edition and adding new matter 
to keep the book abreast of the present day 
developments of the science. There is also 
a new revised edition from new plates of Pro- 
fessor J. R, Angell’s “Text-Book of General 
Psychology,” which has scored a great suc- 
cess, and “Uberwunden,” a vigorous story of 
German school life, arranged with notes for 
the study of American students. A new edi- 
tion of Miss Alice Calhoun Haines’s “The 
Luck of the Dudley Grahams,” is also just 
issued. The book has found much favor with 
the patrons of public libraries. 


E. P. Dutton & Co. have just brought cut 
“The Grey Knight,” a new novel by Mrs. 
Henry de la Pasture, author of “Peter’s 
Mother,” etc. The plot of the new story deals 
with the love affair of a middle-aged hero, 
Sir Harry Tudor Gwyn, owner of a large es- 
tate with a great Norman castle for a country 
seat. The characters and their surroundings 
belong to that country in fiction which Mrs. 
de la Pasture has already made peculiarly 
her own. They have also just ready a reprint 
of a monograph on Lady Lettice, wife of the 
celebrated Lord Falkland, written by her 
cliaplain in 1647, under the title “Lady Let- 
tice, Viscountess Falkland,” by John Duncon; 
also, a fourth edition of “From Libau to 
Tsushima,” the late Eugene S. Politovsky’s 
journal narrative of the voyage of Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s fleet to the East, is announced. 


Joun LANE Company (The Bodley Head) 
have just published “The Girl in Question,” 
a new book by L, C. Violett Houk, the actress, 
a Tennessee woman who has lived many 
years in Washington. She played in “Merely 
Mary Ann,” and took the leading part in 
Churchill’s “The Crossing.” The book re- 
produces Washington life and deals with a 
bill that would be of far-reaching import. 
On May 29 this house will issue “Handicap- 
ped,” an American novel by Emery Pottle, 
dealing with scenes about New York City 
and Long Island which the author wrote 
while resting in Rome; and on June 5 there 
will be brought out a new book by Miss 
M. P. Willcocks, author of “The Wingless 
Victory,” with North Devon as a background. 
The novel deals with the three forces that 
influence a man’s life, business success, artis- 
tic victory and love. The title is “The Man of 
Genius: a Story of the Judgment of Paris.” 
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Joun W. Luce & Co. will publish on the 
26th inst. a novel for the vacation days, en- 
titled “Julie’s Diary,” (anonymous,) which 
is expected to duplicate the success of their 
summer book of last year, “Susan.” They 
will publish before the end of the month 
“The Simple Jography,” by Oliver Herford, 
a portion of which appeared serially in Life. 
The unconsciously funny school geography 
and its illustrations are said to have afforded 
Mr. Herford ideal topics for latter-day fool- 
ery. Miss Cecilia Loftus has assisted with 
some “imitations of pictures.” Another book 
to be ready in May is “The House of Falling 
Leaves, with Other Poems,” by William 
Stanley Braithwaite, author of “The Book 
of Elizabethan Verse,” etc. In his first vol- 
ume of poems, published three years ago, 
Mr. Braithwaite sounded so true a note of 
poetic feeling that he was at once recognized 
as a coming figure of importance in the field 
of American poctry. His publishers feel that 
in “The House of Falling Leaves” Mr. 
Braithwaite has risen to even a higher plane 
of imaginative and sympathetic expression 
than in his former work. 


THE Ovutinc PusLisHING CoMPANY have 
just brought out a new novel by Anna Mc- 
Clure Sholl, entitled “The Greater Love,” 
which deals with the world-old problem of 
the relation between the sexes. It is not a 
novel with a purpose, though it embodies the 
fundamental truth that the family is the unit 
of society, and all individualism, which tends 
to imperil the family bond, is harmful and 
selfish. A book especially designed for young 
people about our best-known birds has also 
just been issued by The Outing Publishing 
Company. It is by George F, Burba, and is 
entitled “Our Bird Friends.” A remarkable 
feature of the book is its simplicity of style 
and clearness of diction. They will publish 
shortly “My Auto Book,” the text of which, 
by Walter Pulitzer, may be described as a 
collection of bon mots, epigrams and humor- 
ous jingles relating to the automobile.

century and a half cf the Western Empire 
by way of epilogue; also, “Literary Reviews 
and Criticisms,” practically studies in com- 
parative literature, by Professor Prosser Hall 
Frye, of the University of Nebraska.

second volume of “The Cambridge History of 
English Literature,” to be published shortly 
by G, P. Putnam’s Sons, deals with “The 
End of the Middle Ages.”
